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The Montana Natural Heritage Program (MTNHP) is conducting an 
inventory of the elements of biological diversity in Montana. 
The inventory includes plant species, animal species, and plant 
communities that are rare, endemic, disjunct, threatened, or 
endangered throughout their range or in Montana, vulnerable to 
extirpation from Montana, or in need of further research. 


The attached list of 379 plant taxa of special concern in Montana 
summarizes the current status of these plants. It has been 
developed from numerous sources including published and 
unpublished scientific literature, herbarium specimens, the 
Montana Rare Plant Project files (University of Montana), 
knowledgeable people, and field research. This list is dynamic 
and is revised periodically as new data become available. 

Changes to the list since the most recent edition (Achuff 1991) 
are EF for quick reference. The publication "Sensitive, 
thre ndangered vascular plants of Montana" (Lesica and 
Shelly 1991) provides distribution and habitat information on 
most of the species. Other references include the Montana 
Sensitive Plant Field Guide (USDA Forest Service 1988), Dorn 
(1984), and other floras. 


Comments and suggestions are needed concerning this list, 
particularly regarding additions or deletions. New locational 
information for any of these taxa is also being solicited. The 
MTNHP can supply current locational information and status data 
for most of these taxa. 


Additions to the 1993 list reflect either additions to the state 
flora, an intent to maintain information at some level for all 
state endemics and species of "C2" status under the Endangered 
Species Act, and reconsideration of data for taxa which had 
previously been in the "unknown" category. Many variety names 
have been added to species on the list, most of which are the 
only varieties present and key out in Dorn (1984). They 
represent efforts to standardize nomenclature among states. 


Taxa are evaluated and ranked on the basis of their global 
(range-wide) status, and their state-wide status. A scale of 1 
(critically imperiled) to 5 (demonstrably secure) is used for 
these ranks, and each species is assigned the appropriate 
combination of global and state ranks.

WATCH: a plant species, subspecies or variety that is 
not known to occur on national forest land but is 
predicted to occur there on the basis of suitable 
habitat, and for which there is concern for population 
viability within a state as evidenced by a significant 
current or predicted downward trend in populations or 
habitat.

At the end of this list are plants of undetermined status. They 
are not tracked in the primary databases, but information is 
being compiled on them to resolve status questions for 
consideration in future list updates. 


UNDETERMINED: Taxa for which there is a question as to 
identity, taxonomic status, or adventive nature are included 
in this category. Also included here are plants reported to 
be in Montana but for which we have no verifiable evidence 
of their occurrence here.
